2G. Wear a tight belt or girdle (you can take 
your belt in a notch every time you lose a 
few pounds), especially if you are going 10 a 
party where you know you'll be tempted hy 
rich foods.

They pounced on il. dragged it inm 
Ihc dark and I soon heard them tearing at it, 

I sat a long time with Elsa; she held her head on one 
side and the blood dripped Irnm her wound. Eventually she 
rose, called ihe cubs, and waded across the river. 

I , mild hardly wait till it was light to go and look Inr 
Jespah Next morning, fnltowing Elia's spoor, Makedde, 
Nuro (another African), and 1 went to the Cave Rock and 
were much relieved l<> find ihe family reunited. 

I was happy to know that Jespah was safe and tluil J 
could now concentrate on treating his muther. The wmuid 
in her ear was still bleeding [>f fifusely, and al intervals she 
shook her head to drain the cavity. Owing to its position 
she could not lick the wound, but scratched constantly to 
keep off the flies; none of this was likely to improve the 
cleanliness of the wound.

Even now, as I am typing these words, a troop of some 
filly baboons i'i pardig along The bank opposite me. In the 
middle of them are three hush buck, a ram. a doe, and their 
lawn. Thev seem to have joined the troop for safely and are 
not in the least cTmierned when .1 baboon brushes past ih^m. 

No scene roulri be mure peaceful or farlhrr p-moved liojn 
the generally accepted picture of baboons tearing small 
animals to pieces. I thought chiit. if ii were not threatened 
by (he poachers, wild life here would be ideal, for rven thr 
fierce lioness is murh less of a danger to Elsa than these men, 
In any cose, she is a ruiturj] part of bush life; 10 are fcuda 
between lion*. 

Thai evening Ibrahim arrived with a new lion-proof Land- 
Rover 1 had rerently ordered. Ke also brought the mail, and 
I settled down to read nn article about Elia in the "Illustrated 
London News." She was described as a world-famous animal, 
This was gratifying, but at the moment poor Elsa was tiiliriR 
her head in great pain. 

When she joined us in the studio next day she was still very 
distressed, not that thii prevented her (torn disciplining Jeipah 
with a series of well-aimed clouts when, intrigued by the 
clatter of my typewriter, he Omscd me. 

Poor Jc-rpah, he still had a lot to Irani, mil about the wild 
life which is his, but about the strange world which is oun 
and which he showed so great a witch to investigate. One 
night, for instance, f heard him apparently very "busy" in 
OeOrgc'i tent. How "busy" f only discovered ocjet morning 
when 1 noticed that my fieUi-glasies were missing.

EvrniLuilly, I found bits of their leather caje in the bush 
below ill r teni They bore the imprint of Jespah's milk leelh. 
Close by lay the glasses, and luckily, by some miracle, the 
Irnir* were intact. Yes, there wai nn dr.nlx thai Jespah cuuld 
br a nuisance, but he was irresistible and one couldn't be 
croi* with him foe long. 

At eigbt months he had now lost htfl baby Huff, bin his 
coat was as soft as a rabbit's He had begun to iswtsttc hi 
mother and lo wish to be treated by us as she was. Sometimes 
he would come and lie under my hand. evidenUy expecting 
to be patted, and, though it was against my principles, I 
occasionally did so. 

He often wanted to play with me. but though hii intentions 
were entirely friendly I never fell sure that he might not bite 
or icratch me as he would hit own family. He was noi like 
Elsa, who eon trolled her strength on such occasions, for he wai 
much rioter lo ,i wild lion. 

We were both very interested in observing the different 
relntiondiipx wlmh EUa's cub* were developing toward 
Jnpnh, prompted by an insatiable curiosity, had overcome 
his earlier inhibitions, mixed with us and was most friendly, 
but allowed no fiimiliarities. 

Gopa quite often made use of the tent when the Iseise weri.- 
most .irlive, and it was on these occasions thai I noticed how 
jealous he was. For instance, if 1 sat near &lsu he would 
look long and scrutinisingly into my eyes with an expression 
of disapproval and made it eMrmirly pUin thai '-he was his 
"Mum" and that lie would prefer me to leave hei alone. 

One evening 1 was sitting at the rntranee of the lent while 
he was in the annexe at the far end and Elu lay between us 
w.irrhing both of us.

The night before their arrival, toon after wr had gone to bed, 
we heard a lion roaring upiueain and observed that £lia at 
once left the camp.

10 his tent and ihrrc 1 snw Elsa in a terrible stale, her head, 
chctt r shoulders, and paws covered with deep, bleeding gashes. 
She appeared to be very weak, and when I knnlt beside hex 
to examine her wound* the onl\ looked at mr We were very 
much surprised, for we had not heard any growls during the 
night and were quite uiuwjtt thai a fight had taken place, 

When I began to try to dress her wounds Elsa struggled to 
her feet and slowly dragged herself toward ihe river, obviously 
m gpreM pain. I weuc it once to mix Haass) M. and B. tablets 
with her food, hoping lo counter the risk of sepsis in this way, 
time any external treatment was- obviously goin£ to hurt and 
irritate her When alJ was ready I spent twenty minutes looking 
for her. but could find nn trace of her. 

Then 1 had to start off 10 meet our guests, Vaving George 
to search lor the missing rubs. It was the worst moment to 
have visitors, let alone film producer*, and 1 fenred ih«t they 
might have no chance of doing nny work. I greeted them with 
this depressing new* and soon realised thai we had been more 
thun lucky in finding two such animal lovers as David and JefT . 

We arrived in camp at lunrhtime and found (ieorge, who 
had just rp turned from a fruiilws search for the rubs While 
our guest* Ml tied in 1 went to look for Elsa and found her 
under a thick bu*h near thr studio. She wus breathing very 
fast and lay quito still as T nwished the flies ofT her wounds. 

I went back 10 camp to get water and to mis the M. and B. 
lablets with her moal. When David saw my preparations he 
offered 10 help, and walked with me to the studio carrying 
ihr- b.i*in of water. I made him put it down a ihort distance 
from Etta and thru 1 took over. 

Poor ELsn, I had never before seen her in so much pain. 
She made no effort to raise her head, and il was. only when 
I lifted il that the began to drink; then shr lapped for a long 
rime. After that she nic the mcAl, bill made it very plain 
1 hat she did noi want company, so we kfi her. 

Since there was nothing more we could do for Elsa, Ccoftt£ 
find I se: our to look for ihr cubs on the other side of the 
river. We walked, shouting all the names by which we address 
E\sa and also colling Jespah. Finally, behind a bush, we 
caught sight of one cub, but a> w C approached il bohed. In 
order not to fniphten tt further we decided lo go home and 
hope that the n,l>s would nuke iheir own way back lo their 
mother.

WHEN I visited the hospital 
Wayne bad been a patient for 
five days and on every one of those days 
his father had travelled from Touklry 
and back — a distance of about 140 
miles — to see his son. 

The Royal Alexandra and the Royal Chil- 
dren's Hospital in Melbourne are iwn of the 
few hospitals which allow parents unrestricted 
daily visiting, ind neither Mrs. Diane Spon 
lira her husband wanted tt> miss daily contact 
with little Wayne 

Mr, Spon came lu Sydney after finishing 
work in a power station and cither returned 
to TuuLlry the same night or stayed overnight 
and started bnck at 4 a.m. in time fnr work. 

Hit wife and their other ton, three-year-old 
Gars, planned Lo stay in Sydney until Wavnr 
was wrll. 

1 met Mr. and Mrs Spon at midday when 
he had made a special journey (o the hospital 
to discuss Wayne's case with doctors. 

"It's a good thing bring able 10 tome in 
any time, especially when you're worried about 
a sick chilli," said Mr. Spon. 

"I don't mind how much I travel as lone 
as I curl see him." 

Authuritics at both hospitals believe that 
unrestricted visiting by parents should lie 
introduced into all children's hospitals.

Boih hospitals air now in the process of 
taking another big step forward in dealing 
with the psychological as well as the medical 
welfare of sick children, providing facilities 
fat mothers of very sick children to live in. 

'I he Royal Alexandra bus already widened 
its "livo-in" system for mothers, and in the 
new wing, to be completed soon, there will 
lie accommodation for 1G children — and [or 
three mothers to live in. 

There lias always been limited accommo- 
dation, both at the Royal Alexandra and at 
the Royal Children's, for mothers who are 
bi east-feeding babies. 

But the new accommodation at Alexandra 
provides far three completely sclf-runtainpd 
units whore ihe mother will live in completely 
with the child. There will bo a private bed- 
room for the mother, fully equipped with 
washing and toilet facilities, and a shower. 

■■Life- in" system 

During the day she will share a sitting- 
room w r itb the other two mothers. 

When the authorities arc able to build new 
wards or modernise existing ones they hope 
to provide similar hving-in facilities: lor some- 
mothers in every ward unit. 

"Mothers who live in wilt be chosen on 
medical grounds," said the superintendent, 
"where it is desirable for the mother and 
very lick child to be kept together." 

More than cert years ago the Royal Chil- 
dren's Hospital in Melbourne widened its 
fiving-m system for mothers to includr those 
living at a long distance from the hospital. 



Ar present there in a charge of 4/6 a day 
for such mothers, which includes all urnrniiics 
but not meals. These are obtained at the hos- 
pital canteen at reasonable charges. 

Since the introduction of the scheme the 
rare of discharge of patients has been accel- 
erated . - at present the average itr-i 
a( the hospital is 9,1 days. 

When the new Roval Children's Hospital 
Ls opened in Parkvillc. Melbourne, in jnid- 
1963 it will have what is hoped will be the 
perfect set-up. 

A link between two wings, each with 
'l~t beds, will house a romplrie unit for living- 
in lumbers with 12 beds, a sitting-room, and 
full amenities — including a laundry — and with 
lanteen services available. 



In the patients' wing' there svill be a wait- 
1 1 1 ':-[>'< m 1 1 for parent* with a playroom adjoin- 
ing where they may play with iheir children. 
There is also to be a blnrked-oiT aTea for 
distressed parents. 

The wings are to be divided into six-bed 
units with glass partitions so that anximu 
parents may see their children from thr nail- 
ing-room even if at that particular moment 
they cannot be with them. 

Of ihe 27 beds on each side three will be 
single units lor special Irealmcnt where Ihe 
mother will be able lo sleep in the room with 
her baby. 

Each will have a bathroom attached, while 
nearby will be full hostel facilities for the 
living-in mothers.

Ijaking-dish. bnke 
uncovered in slow oven, Allow 15 riiinmra p«-r 
lb. for hams of I2lb. and over; 20 minute* per 
lb. for hams under t£lb. ; 25 minutes per lb. for 
lull-hams. Test with fine steel knitting-nredlr 
4 hour before end of cooking time. When 
tender strip off paste acid rind. Clover ham 
with brown ttigar combintd with little mixed 
rpice and stick with clove*. Cook j hour 
longer, basting 2 pr 3 times with cider, apple, 
or orange juice. 

Bo Ned Ham : Soa k sevr ral hou rs in c old 
water, drain, dry. and scrape.

Add fresh 
herbs (parsiev, thyme, marjoram), 4 or 5 
peppercorns, blnde of mace. Bring slowly to 
simmering point, taking at least I i hours.

Large hams can be cookrd in a topjrer.
